Fees to 
increase

The cost of various permits issued 
through the Wilmington Board of 
Health will increase in the near 
future 

At Monday night's meeting, 
members agreed to up fees for food 
permits, garbage collection per- 
mits, installers permits, funeral 
directors permits, semi-private 
swimming pool permits, and 
disposal works construction 
permits for industry and new 
dwellings 

Most of the evening's discussion 
centered on food permits, which 
will expire May,1988. Presently, 
anyone in the food business pays 
$25 for a permit. Under the new 
scale, this will increase to $50 per 
year, Members agreed to a fee of 
$25 for a permit extension from 
June 1 of next year to December 
31, 1988. The actual increase will 
go into effect January 1,1989. 

Other increases are as follows 
garbage collection from two 
dollars to $25; installers permits 
from $15 to $25; funeral directors 
from two dollars to $25; swimming 
pools from $10 to $25; industrial 
construction from $30 to $50; and 
construction disposal for new 
dwellings from $15 to $25.

Wilmington have put up with the 
railroad bridge on Butters Row 
First built more than a century ago, 
the bridge is a one-lane wooden 
structure. In recent years it has 
been battered from below by 
freight trains carrying oversize 
loads: In 1981, the bridge had to be 
extensively rebuilt when the inter 
ceptor sewer was built too near one 
of its piers.

It's a poker game 


Lust week's refusal by Wilmington selectmen to meet with the 
Reading Light board was the right move for the town of 
Wilmington, And figures released this week by attorneys 
working for the Wilmington Chamber of Commerce reinforce 
that premise. 

In refusing to yield to Selectman McCoy's insistence that the 
Reading visitors be given the courtesy of a meeting, Chairman 
Robert Cain made several points, Primary among these was the 
fact that more information would be forthcoming. The town has 
retained consultants to study the proposal to break away. To 
proceed into a discussion without the consultants and attomeys 
present would be foolhardy. Any discussions between the two 
groups will certainly be hardheaded negotiations. Decisions 
involving millions of dollars are not conducted as neighborly 
chats. 

The Chamber of Commerce study claims that the ratepayers of 
Wilmington have been subsidizing the town of Reading to the 
tune of $1.8 million over the past six years 

While the Department of Public Utilities did not fault the 
Reading Light Commissioners for the past practice of using 
depreciated property in calculating its profit, the DPU did order 
RMLD to Calculate its allowed profit on its “net plant," a 
decision which the Chamber of Commerce feels will cut 
Reading's profit by some million dollars a year. 

‘The fact that the DPU found for Reading Light in several areas 
of the decision does not at all mean that Wilmington should Just 
cave in to the Reading board. If anything, the selectmen need 
time to discuss the DPU decision and the Reading reply to 
Wilmington’s offer in executive session 

Selectman McCoy no doubt felt he was bridging a 
communications gap by inviting the Reading commissioners to 
Wilmington. But if you are to decry the gap that exists between 
the two boards, you must recognize that it was created by a 
Reading board which would not allow W ilmington officials to 
speak at ity meetings, 

Don't get the impression that the Wilmington selectmen are 
reaching into history simply for the sake of holding a grudge 
They are doing their best to hold a poker face, except that one 
man on the board is looking at his cards and grinning 

Exactly what would Wilmington gain by siting down for a 
friendly chat with the Reading officials? Not much, if anything 
at all. And what would Reading gain? Who knows, but they are 
playing a game of divide and conquer. 

It could be that the town's consultants will come in with a 
report recommending that Wilmington stay with Reading Light 
Or they may recommend that Wilmington start ity own 
department. And there is no guarantee that they will be right. 

But the town would be ill served if the selectmen were to sit 
down to a multi-million dollar game of draw poker. Let's wait 
until all the cards are on the table. 


The quote that came back

A weird episode erupted in Waterville, Maine, last week, and 
the Tewksbury Town Crier was at the very eye of the storm. ‘City 
Administrator John R. Chmura was suspended from his official 
duties after an unseemly remark about Waterville appeared in the 
Town Crier, and the story behind the story may be of interest to 
local readers. 

What happened is this: 

After last week's Town Crier went to press, I placed a call to the 
Waterville Morning Sentinel, in hopes of getting some 
background information on John Chmura, their city 
administrator.

Ms. Mangan, it seems, didn't know that Chmura was one of 
three finalists for the position of Tewksbury Town Manager, and 
she seemed quite interested in what I had to say. She asked me to 
read our front page story about the candidate interviews, and I did 
SO. 

When I mentioned Chmura's quote -- “Waterville is kind of a 
cultural wasteland" -- she asked me how good a quote it was - 
meaning how exact is it -- and I told her it could be written in 
stone. That's what he said, and I went into some detail about the 
context he used when he made the.remark. 

Apparently, Ms. Mangan wrote up the story of the Tewksbury 
interview for the Sentinel -- with Chmura's unfortunate remark 
included -- and printed it in the next day's edition. 

On Friday, after allegedly taking complaints from locals about 
the city administrator's remark, Waterville Mayor Thomas J 
Nale suspended Chmura from his official duties. As a contract 
employee Chmura continued to draw his normal pay, although his 
executive powers and ability to authorize spending were shut off. 

Incidently, Ms. Mangan did send along a few clippings, one 
which said Chmura had been similarly suspended for a flap 
involving vacation pay for the estate of a deceased police officer; 
and another from 1985 that said Chmura was one of four finalists 
for Dracut's first-ever town manager. (Yes, THAT Dracut.) At 
least I got something in return for my troubles ... 

On Sunday, a story about Chmura’s suspension appeared on 
page 51 of the Boston Sunday Globe, with an Associated Press 
by-line. The story went out "on the wire" to all of New England, 
and the story mentioned the remark as being quoted from "a 
Tewksbury weekly newspaper." Uh-oh. Luckily I missed the 
story. 

1 leamed of the whole mess on Monday morning, while sitting in 
the office of Tewksbury Town Clerk Liz Carey. 

Treasurer Warren Carey came strolling into his wife's office 
that morning and, seeing me, asked if I had read the Sunday 
Globe. | said I had, but I didn't see anything of particular interest 
He then grinned and handed me a photocopy of the Globe story. 

Upon seeing the headline "Maine city administrator relieved of 
duties after ‘wasteland’ remark," my hands began to shake. 
Reading the story only made it worse, and the first words I 
remember saying were "Oh, my God ..." Later expressions were 
more colorful. 

Perhaps the best summation of my predicament was made by 
Gail Perdicaro of the Tewksbury Conservation Commission, who 
said after that group's Monday night meeting that "If he gets the 
job, you're going to be in some deep sneakers." 

Well, looks like it's deep sneakers for me, now that Chmura has 
been unanimously voted in as Tewksbury’s first town manager. 
What started as a harmless remark, innocently made and 
unwittingly transmitted, has apparently turned into a valuable 
lesson for both of us. 

When Mr. Chmura arrives to assume his new duties, I expect 
our first meeting will be ..: um ... out of the ordinary. 

We seem to have an interesting relationship already.

You could tell that this girl had a lot of determination. It 
wasn't in anything she said, as she remained quiet 
throughout the entire ride, almost with her head held high 
But nevertheless, it was obvious that she was a fighter: 
And a fighter with a lot of determination is exactly what it 
takes to be a disabled person these days, using the 
commuter rail service that runs from Lowell to Boston 

This girl was confined to a wheelchair, She had boarded 
the train before its stop in Wilmington, perhaps in Lowell 
where there is a wheel chair ramp for handfeapped people 
But once on board, this girl had no place to go except in the 
middle of the aisle. Simply put, the M.B.T.A, has pretty 
much failed to provide the necessary service to those 
commuting by train to Boston from the North Shore, who 
are disabled citizens 

Once we arrived at North Station, | doubt I was the only 
one who was trying to figure out how this girl was ever 
going to get off the train. Unlike its counterpart at South 
Station, the commuter rail at North Station does not have 
high level platforms. So to exit the train you have to go 
down a steep set of stairs, which is difficult enough for the 
physically fit. For the girl confined to a wheel chair she 
was dependent on three Amtrak personnel carrying her 
off, wheelchair and all, As you might imagine, this took 
quite a few minutes, created some commotion, and robbed 
this girl of her civil right to independent access. 

Independent access to the commuter rail, or anything 
else, involves a system which should be a little more 
sophisticated than people carrying you on board and off, 
while in between you sit in the middle of a train aisle, 
holding on for dear life. And independent access should 
also mean something more than The Ride, which is a wheel 
chair van service operated by the M.B.T.A. The Ride is a 
great program, but if someone who can't walk wants to 
take the train like everyone else, why should it be a battle 
for them? 

Peter Diamond is in charge of media relations for the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority (M.B.T.A.) 
The T has retained Amtrak for operation of the commuter 
rail. In an interview with the Town Crier, Diamond said 
that, "As the budget permits, we're making each station 
commutable for handicapped people." And explaining that 
North Station does not have the raised platforms that South 
Station has, Diamond said, "At North Station a portable lift 
is in use for handicapped people. A train can call ahead to 
have it ready." 

Unfortunately, there was no lift in sight for the girl in 
this story. In fact, we have yet to meet anyone who has 
ever seen this lift. And when we asked Mr. Diamond about 
the Jack of space inside the train cars for people in 
wheelchairs, he was honest enough to say, "I don't know." 


Those train cars are bad enough as it is. They look and 
ride as if Abraham Lincoln used a few in his presidential 
bid back in 1860. But when you consider how they fail to 
meet any decent requirements for handicapped access, you 
become convinced that the M.B.T.A. has a lot more 
problems with its train service to the Hub, than broken 
heaters and late arrivals.

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Paramedic units provide 
advanced life support 


A 75 year-old woman calls the 
fire department complaining of 
severe chest pain. Along with 
sending its own ambulance staffed 
with Emergency Medical 
Technicians (EMTs), the fire 
deparment dispatches a call to the 
North Suburban Emergency 
Medicine Consortium unit to 
respond with advanced life support 
(ALS). The paramedic team on 
duty answers the call. Upon arrival, 
the patient has gone into cardiac 
arrest and the EMTs are providing 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation, or 
CPR. A paramedic calls the nearest 
hospital emergency medicine 
physician for medical control and is 
advised to administer medication to 
the patient. At the same time, the 
other paramedic inserts an 
intravenous line into the patient 
before the EMTs place her on a 
transport board and the paramedics 
travel in the ambulance to the 
hospital with her to monitor her 
condition. 

Situations such as these are typical 
of the types of emergency cases to 
which the North Suburban 
Emergency Medicine Consortium 
regularly deals with. On November 
16, the ALS service marked its first 
anniversary of service in this area. 
Members of the Consortium 
include the Lahey Clinic, Choate 
and Symmes Hospitals and Win- 
chester Hospital. The towns 


receiving the ALS services are 
Reading, North Reading, Burling- 
ton, Woburn, 


Billerica, Bedford, 


Lexington and Wilmington. 
“In emergency situations, 
pre-hospital care can be 


instrumental in saving the life of 
some patients or preventing a 
Patient's condition or injury from 
worsening,” says Paul Fitzpatrick, 
Director of Paramedic Services for 
the Consortium. "It requires a 
coordinated systems approach 
between the paramedics, who 
provide advanced life support, and 
the EMTs, who provide basic life 
support. Neither can be successful 
without the other." 

Paramedics receive approximate- 
ly 2,000 hours of emergency and 
life support training, whereas 
EMTs receive approximately 120 
hours. In most cases, the 
firefighters and police officers in 
the local towns are also the EMTs. 

ALS is actually an extenison of 
the hospital emergency department 
taken directly to the patient, 
providing on-site and en route care. 
Among the tasks that the 
paramedics are trained to perform 
are: administering intravenous 
therapy, administering medications 
when approved by a physician, 
monitoring cardia@ rhythms and 
interpreting dysrhythmias, trans- 
mitting electrocardiograms to the 
emergency room for consultation 
by a physician, and applying 
defibrillation (electric shock) to 
correct irregular heart rhythms. 

“We have accomplished much of 
what we set out to do, and have

establishing the Consortium,” says 
Mr, Fitzpatrick. "But, as in any 
multiple systems approach to care, 
there is always.a desire to effi- 
ciently synchronize pre-hospital 
care between the dispatcher, EMTs, 
paramedics and emergency depart- 
ments, We have seen this improve. 

"Clearly, pre-hospital care, if 
coordinated well, saves lives and 
prevents deterioration more than 
would be the case if the EMTs and 
paramedic teams treated the patient 
separately,” comments Mr. Fitz- 
patrick, "In addition, some studies 
have indicated that the mortality 
rate in emergency cases receiving 
only basic life support increases 
without advanced life support. 
However, the mortality rate also 
increases when advanced life 
support is given without the basic 
life support provided by EMTs. So 
there is a-definite need for this 
‘systems approach.” 


Nearly 80 percent of the calls * 


received by the Consortium are 
medical cases, such a seizures, heart 
attacks, diabetic and asthmatic 
attacks, delivering babies, 
poisonings, overdoses, or strokes. 
Five to 20 percent of the cases are 
trauma cases, which include motor 
vehicle accidents. electrocutions, 
explosions, accidental falls and 
some stabbings or shootings. Of 
these emergencies, approximately 
90 percent of the cases are not 
life-threatening situations. 

Recertification for EMTs and 
paramedics is required every two 
years. Paramedics must have 60 
hours of continuing education 
every year, as well as taking a 48 
hour refresher course. They are 
also required to be recertified in 
CPR annually, in addition to being 
evaluated by a physician for 
competency and skills in the field, 

“The pre-hospital environment is 
very different than the hospital 
environment. In the field, 
paramdeics come into emergency 
situations without any knowledge 
of what the problem is. These 
situations require concentration 
and a cool head within a frantic 
situation,” says Mr. Fitzpatrick. 
"There is a lot of stress and even 
distress if a patient is in a life 
threatening situation. By the same 
token, there can be a real sense of 
gratification with being a 
paramedic.”

Masons In Their Ef Effort 1 To fo, Fight Chi Child Al Alcohol § Drug Abuse! 
Endorsed by the Tewksbury Schoo! and Comemerity 
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Report looks at South Wilmington traffic conditions 


A study made for the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals and paid for by 
The Mediplex Group of Wellesley 
has reported on traffic conditions, 
Present and future, along the 
Woburn - Wilmington line. 

Street Traffic Studies, Inc. of 
Baltimore, Maryland reported that 
plans for a new Route interchange 
are now being considered. The 
interchange would be between 
Route 128 in Woburn and Route 
129 in Wilmington, 

It will be at least five years, Street 
Traffic Studies said, before con. 
struction can start, according to the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation. 

Observations for the studies were 
made on October 14, 1987, during 
morning peak hours. Another firm, 
Hayden/Wegman, Inc. had conduct. 
ed peak traffic turning movement 
counts at Route 129/Woburn Street 
intersection on June 4, 1987. The 
studies of Hayden/Wegman were 
incorporated in part in the report 
by Street Traffic Studies Inc. 

The studies at Route 129/Woburn 
Street showed that the intersection 
operated without major delays 
during morning peak hours. It was 
noted that motorists would cut 
through a commercial plaza 
parking lot in the southeast 
quadrant of the intersection, and 
continue on southbound on Woburn 
street to avoid the traffic signal at 
the intersection. 

The southeast quadrant is largely 
without a curb, it was noted 
Motorists would access and egress 
from the parking area at random 
points, This maneuver resulted in 
several conflicts during the 


observation. 

During the evening peak, traffic 
on Woburn Street would queue 
beyond Eames Street. Delays in 
excess of four minutes would be 
common, The queue began at

A reconstruction of Route 
129/Woburn Street intersection 
will widen Route 129 to a four lane 
roadway and realign Woburn 
Street at Route 129 to provide two 
approach lanes in each direction.

This study could have an 
immediate impact on traffic 
conditions along Wobum Street if 
employees of the industrial park 
were made aware of the potential 
time savings associated with 
traveling via West Street.

In the long term, a proposal to 
construct an additional interchange 
on Interstate 93, between Route 128 
and Route 129 is in the Final 
Environmental Impact stage.

Yelling at the birds te oe taestall gue 


by Bill Conlon 

Hunting, like so many outdoor 
pursuits, is best done with a bit of 
help. Teamwork makes the hunt 
more fun, and more fruitful too 

Two hunters working as a team 
have a better chance of putting meat 
on the table than one alone, but too 
many hunters will quickly turn the 
outing into a party. Four is a safe 
maximum 

(Interestingly enough, some states 
place a limit on the size of deer 
hunting parties, and New Hamp 
shire is one of them. Check first.) 

But in hunting, as opposed to a 
fishing trip, it's rather important to 
know exactly where Charlie is at all 
times, After all, you usually don't 
have to worry about a Jitterbug 
flying at you through the under- 
brush, while a 12-gauge load of #4 
pellets can be a different story 
entirely 

So, to better cover the area, you 
and your partner(s) spread out in a 
line abreast, about 30 yards apart, 
and begin crashing through the 
brush, kicking up game. 

Sooner or later, you're going to 
lose track of your partner. You can 
try to keep in constant eye contact, 
but you'll surely lose sight in some 
heavy growth sooner or later, and 
you'll need to locate Charlie again 
before proceeding. 

The time-honored way of keeping 
track of hunting partners is with a 
whistle. Your "TOOO-WEEET" is 
soon answered by an_ echoing 
“tooo-weet," and all is well 

Sort of 

While deer hunting, a whistle is 
most assuredly the safest sound to 
make, Deer are absolutely terrified 
at the sound of a human voice, but 
I've also found that deer won't 
linger in the area if they hear a 
200-pound chickadee sounding off 
For deer hunting, it’s best to just sit 
tight and don't go wandering 

In bird hunting, though, I've 
found it better not to whistle at all 
Birds normally sit tight, even with 
a 200 pound chickadee nearby, but 
the sound of a voice will send them 
into a panic, often with helpful 
results. A weekend or so ago I had 
a graphic lesson in the use of a 
voice for bird hunting 

My stepson Jon and I were 
working along a strip of brush 
outside of Hubbardston, Mass., 
when I flushed up a partidge. 

*FLAPFLAPFLAP® Jon asked 
from his side of the brush what had 
happened 

I replied, "I just flushed a -- 
*FLAPFLAPFLAP® -- uh -- two 
partridges.” The second bird had 
eld tight even after the first went 
up, but the sound of my voice was 
apparently enough to spook him. 
(Never got off a shot at either one. 
Damn, those things are FAST!) 

Since that day, though, I've tried 
using my voice more often, and it 
keeps on working. My bird hunting 
style now is to take about ten steps, 
stop, then yell "Hello" to my 
partner. Up go the birds, if any are 
nearby. It works likeachamp. 

The reason for a stop-and-staft 
system is simple, by the way. Like 
bunnies, partridge get worried 
when you stop suddenly, They 
think they've been seen -- whether 
they have of not -- and panic sets in 
quickly. Most critters aren't about 
to sit still if they think a predator is 
getting ready to pounce 

‘And the sound of a voice, to them
